Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Carr's position is that the prior art does not disclose, in 
particular, the features recited in claim 1 , lines 3-8. The Examiners position is that Mitsubishi, in combination with Yeo t 
does provide for such features in broad scope and context. Applicant's focused upon the term "simultaneously" as a 
line of demarcation in juxtaposition to the hotspots disclosed by Mitsubishi. The Examiners pointed out that the terms 
recited do not define over the two references. It was noted that if Applicant is not in agreement with the Examiners 
position, that the USPTO provides an avenue to further pursue if Applicant does not agree with the current position 
preferred by the USPTO. Mr. Carr, in a subsequent conversation outside the listening range of Mr. Olszewski, 
confirmed his intent to further pursue prosecution on the merits of the claim language.
